WERE AWARE OF A CRACK 


luquest Into Quebec Bridge Disaster Discloses Some Sensational 
Evidence—Two of the Workmen Noticed a Crack in a 
Piece of the Bridge—Engineers Declare it May 
Have Been a Crimp. 


Quebee, Sept. G--When the inquest 
was resumed yesterday as to the 
cause of the collapse of the Quebee 
bridge more interest was aroused 'n 
the testimony pf Alexander Ouimet, 
who testitied that as long ago as last 
Mny he saw a crack three-quarters of 
an meh wide in one of the plates of 
the outer pier.. This testimony caus- 
ed a decided sensation in the court 
room and the engineers of the bridge 
who were present seemed very much 
surprised, 

Alexander Ouimet was called to the 
stand and was first asked to show 
the jury where the erack of which 
he told yesterday wus situated. A 
photo of this part of the stracture 
was produced and on it he pointed 
out the plate on which the erack ap- 
peared. This crack, which was about 
20 inches long and 8-4 of an inch 
wide, was in what Is technically 
known as the bottom lateral plate of 
the shoe connection from the chord 
to the pier. This plate was on what 
is locally known as the Montreal side 
of the bridge, ; 

The edroner went into the position 
of this erack fully and Ouimet stuck 
to his statement, He said that the 
plate in question was six feet long 
and abou 34 of an inch thick. The 
erack was the whole depth of the 
plate and when he saw the defect it 
was just bolted, He first noticed it 
in May and he sow at again In July. 
He did not inform the engineer at 
the bridge of the defect as he was not 
an inspector and did not think it was 


—his duty, Questioned the witnuse said 


that he worked around this spot for 
three or four days and that the last 
time he noticed the erack was in July, 
Raoul LaPrance confirmed this evid- 
ence. 


Engineer Did Not See Crack, 


After LaFrance had concluded his 
evidence Mr. MecLure, the engineer,

did not see the crack m question

Plate Was Bent. 

The witnese stated that he had it 
on record that the plate came from 
the shop slightly erimped and that 
it was reported to Mr. Cooper, who 
approved of it, He ¢xplained that 
the bend was made on purpose as it 
would hardly fit the shoes. It was a 
practice that was commonly used and 
the plate had been reinforced by an- 
other. Mr. McLure stated that the 
crimp in the plate might on casual 
examination to an inexperienced eye 
lonk like a crack. The special use of 
the plate was to hold the end of one 
of the bottom laterals or traces, It 
Was part of the wind bracing simply 
and solely, 

Inspector Failed to See It. 

EK. Kinlock, bridge inspector, said 
he examined the plate referred to 
frequently, and never noticed vany 
erack-—what he saw was a crimp, 
This crimp would probably be taken 
by an inexperienced man for a erack, 
and especially if he did not make a 
close examination. He remembered 
perfectly seeing the plate in question 
and was positive that there was no- 
thing wrong. Several other witnesses 
were heard who did not materially 
add to what had been said. 

When adjournment had been reach- 
ed Foreman Delage said the jury had 
not heard enough evidence to reach 
a verdict and thought they should 
adjourn till the government investiga-

ASSOCIATIONS HAVE BEEN DESTROYED 


Preliminary Hearing of Alleged Lumber Combine Prosecution Continued 
--Three Witnesses Examined, H. J. Helliwell, Sec'y of Local Dealers 
Organization, Geo. Wells, ex-Sec’y of Mountain Mills Association And 


A. M. Grogan---Helliwell Admitted Local Dealers Were Members of 


Provincial Association---Wells Tells of the Methods of the Mountain 
Mills Association and Grogan Admits an Interview With a Dealer Ad- 
vising Him it Was Bad Business to Break With Association. 


The preliminary hearing of the case 
against the members of the Alberta 
Retail Lumber Dealers’ association 
Was continued before Inspector Wors- 
ley this morning at the R. N, W. M. 
VP. barracks. 

Three witnesses were examined. 
Messrs. H. J. Helliwell, secretaty of 
the local lumber dealers’ association 
of Edmonton; A, M. Grogan, secretary 


of the provincial association, was 
again in the box. The rest of the 
morning session was occupied with 


examining Geo. P, Wells, secretary of 
the Mountain Mills association, who 
has been succeeded in this office by 
W. Anstie. 

Mr. Bennett raised the same objec- 
tion to evidence of this witness that 
he did yesterday with A, M, Grogan, 

Mr. Wells, like Mr. Grogan, had 
destroyed all the documentary evi- 
dence that was submitted to the par- 
liamentary commiitee. When tlie 
court adjourned last evening, Mr. 
Woods asked for the productions of 
the former secretary that he might go 
over them and go shorten the exaim- 
imation of the witness by traversing 
only essential ground. Mr. Wells stat- 
ed that he had nothing, that all the 
letters and documents had been de 
stroyed. His successor as secretary 
was present, and informed the court 
that the "Mountain Mills association 
kept no minutes of their meetings; 
by-laws had been drawn up but never 
adopted, and that his productions to 
submit to the Court small indeed, but 
he would cheerfully hand thein over 
for the inspection of the deputy at- 
torney-general, in order to expedite 
the business before the court. 

The first witness called this morn- 
ing was H. J. Helliwell, of Edmonton, 
the secretary of the loeal dealers. He 
would not say these were members of 
the Alberta association or not. 

‘They are just the local iiembers,”’ 


A list was produced, a complete 
list of the Edmonton and Strathcona 
dealers, 

“What are you secretary of?” 

“A conference of the local dealers. 
It is a continuing conference, The 
fees are $10 a quarter, IT bank them, 
No part goes to Mr, Grogan,”” . 

“When was the conferenee 
formed?” ' 

“Couldn't say. Several years 
I was made secretary last fall.

EXPEDITION INTO ARCTIC 
IN ALL PROBABILITY LOST 


Alfred Harrison, Fellow of Royal Geological Society, Who Has 
Been North on Scientific Investigation, Tells of Probable 
Fate of Capt. Mickelsson and His Party in the 


Arctic. Other 


One of the most interesting visitors 
Edmonton has seen in many months pas- 
sed through the eity today on his way 
to England from the Aretic circle. Mr. 
Alfred Warrison, F.RLG.S,, has been for} 
the past two years in the north, coming 
out by the Mackenzie on the latest trip 
of the steamer, ‘Midnight Sun.” He 
came in from Athabasea Landing by

Although strongly averse to being 
interviewed Mr. Harrison consented to 
give a few minutes this morning to a 
Bulletin representative, appreciating the 
keen interest which Edmonton citizens 
take in everything pertaining to the 
great north country of which Edmonton 
is the gateway. 

Mr. Harrison sailed from Liverpool 
on Juno 15, 1905, for Canada and reach- 
ing Edmonton a few weeks later started 
immediately for the north, At > Atha- 
basea Landing he had a large scow built 
with which he went clear down the Mac

He had with him a 
couple of sleds, dogs and a couple of 
Esquimaux, He spent the next five 
months hunting with the Esquimaux 
along the mainland south of Herschel 
Island,

Hoare stated that a very precise in- 
spection was made of the work, It 
progressed not only at the bridge, 
where the construct'on was going on 
but at Phoenixville as well, where the 
material was prepared. They had no- 
ticed a deflection in other ‘picces 
steel, but not so pronounced as this 
me, but never considered them of 
any moment, asjhey always could bo 
repaired, 

Asked by the coroner, he said that 
it might have happened in transporta- 
tion, He could not say as to whether 
it had happened before or after the 
chord was put in place, but, ii before, 
t was probable that it would have 
been noticed, It may have been daim- 
aged before it went into the bridge, 
and it may have happened alter, and 
nntil a thorough examination could 
be made he would not give an opin- 
ion,

This concluded Mr, Hoare’s  evi- 
dence, and the next witness called 
was Norman MeClure, the enginecr 


who went to New York to consult Mr 
Cooper. Mr. MeClure said that Mr 
Cooper did not make any recommen 
dations to or offer any suggestion to 
him at all, and did not tell him that 
they should not put any more load on 
the bridge. He did not give the wit- 
ness any instructions to telegraph to 
Quebec.

This was translated from 
French to Iriquois for them by their for 
mer pastor, the Rev. J. Quill Forbes of 
St. Anne de Bellevue, 

This cultured young priest, who is 
said to speak better Iriquois than the Im 
dians themselves and is spoken of by 
them only a8 lakonikonriiostha (Me 
makes our heart glad or The Consoler) 
hurried to his former flock as soon as 
he heard of the tragic fatality. The o» 
casion muset have been one to try any 
man's powers of sympathy, for 37 farm- 
ilies in the little village are mourning 
the loss 6f father or brother and 44 chil. 
dren are orphaned, 

An Ancient Village. 

As villages and cities go in Canada 
Caughnawaga is an ancient place, over 
200 years old, and with much that is in- 
teresting and picturesque and patriotic 
clustered about its old gray streets. 

Its correct name is Kahnawake, which 
means: “The, place where the rapida 
are,”’” Lt was first settled in the seyen- 
teenth century by a colony of Christian 
Mohawk Indians led by a French Jesuit 
father to this spot to remove them from 
the pagan influence of the rest of their 
race in New York state, 

He received a large grant of land 
from the French king for his colony 
and the latter led a life there that was 
rivalled im virtues only by that of the 
earliest Christians, contemporary histor- 
ians say. Twice the village was moved 
to keep the good "praying-Indians” away 
from a new danger—the corruption of 
contact with the traders and the Jiquor 
to be had in Montreal. The Hower of 
this race—the “Tdly of the Mohawks” 
was Kateri ‘ekakwitha, a young virgin 
who suffered cruel persecution from pa- 
gan relatives because of her loyalty ‘a 
the Christian belief, and who lived a 
life of such admirable holiness, industry 
and loving-kindness that her cause has 
been presented at Rome by the Catholic 
bishops of America to have public recog- 
nition given her beautiful life and to 
have her name enrolled in the Reman 
calendar of saints, 

The Caughnawagas have always been 
a highly patriotic race, refusing Ameri- 
can invitations to fight against the Brit- 
ish both in Revolution days, in 1812, and 
in the Fenian raids. Another distinction 
of this village is its being practicaliy 
the starting place of organized lacrosse 
in Canada. Montreal sportsmen took up 
the game with enthusiasm and brought 
teams to England early in Victoria‘s 
reign, oeveral veteran lacross: players 
at Caughnawaga ‘still recall the graci- 
ous greeting of the sovereign and her 
warm handshake. 

The old church at Caughnawaga con- 
tains some fine old paintings given by 
the French Ring in the 18th century to 
a young Caughnawaga chief who visited 
Europe, while the long stone presbytery 
contains yet the desk at which Chateau- 
briand wrote whilst that famous Vi- 
comte was on his American visit between 
170 and 1800, 

The chief indudtries of the place are 
bridge- building and lacrosse- making for 
the men, and head-work for the women 

It is doubtful though, if the woman- 
kind of Caughnawaga will ever again en- 
courage their sons to take up the work 
of building bridges.

THE CITY SCHOOLS; 


Schoo! Population Has Increas- 
ed 400 over Last Year—Board 
to Build an Annex.

The second week

year. During last 
were enrolled in the public schools d 
total of 1,064 pupils, while this year 
there are already registered 400 more 
than this number. These figures 
show that there is no abatement in 


the rate of increase in the school 
population, The superintendent es- 
timates that there will be enrolled 
during the year 1,907 at least, 110 per 


cent. more pupils than during i506, 
The percentage of increase in 1906 
over 1905 was 35 per cent., so that 
both relatively and actually the in- 
crease will be considerably above 


that of last year. 
Relief of Congestion Inadequate. 


At the close of last term the board 
had an extra room available for the 
fall opening. This room has been 


furnished and occupied, but it does 
not give adequate relief. During last 
year the board successfully met the 
demands for school room by putting 
up temporary buildings, and the same 
policy will have to be pursued even 
to a greater extent this year, owing 
to the time required to put up large 
permanent schools, Last year the 
congestion was principally in the 
East end and not less than seven new 
rooms were opened in all in this part 
ot the city, while one room was open- 
ed in the basement of the MeKuay 
avenue school, This year the chief 
pressure is in the West end and vig- 
orous steps will be required to furn- 
ish relief. The board have been met 
by an unexpected increase of 150 
pupils in MeKay Avenue school alone, 
To relieve this steps have already 
been taken to open two rooms in the 
West end. A building will be put 
up on the half block recently aequir- 
ed by the board north of Athabasca 
and between 13th. and 4th streets, 
This building will ba completed in a 


month. It is not improbable that re 
lief may be sought later by furnish. 
ing sehools to the rapidly increasing 
population on the Flats, 

The High sehool opened with an at- 
tendance of 63 the first week. This 
number will likely be considerably 


increased, The otal school popula- 
tion will in all probability reach 1,900 
by Christmas, Over 300 pupils were 
added last year during the fall term 
and the number will undoubtedly be 
400 this term.

unable to withstand the winter. Also 
énough hay was not put up last fall, 
by either large or small cattle owners, 
tu feed their stock, and many men 
had come into the sections of Alberta 
which were adapted for stock raising, 
with a false idea, which was that 
the tattle could range out all wintes 
without or with but little feed. The 
result of this was seen last spring, 
when thousands of cattle had died 
during the previous winter, and those 
that remained were weak and poor 
and greatly affected with mange, O1 
course there are many instances 
where cattle winter fed, as some 01

Many of the small men 
have no means of dipping their cat 
tle, although they can do so by hand 
under a certain number under the 
supervision » of ams inspector. O1 
course an inspector in a large dis-, 
trict cannot attend every man who 
hand dips a cow, but those owning 
dipping vats are all glad to let smal- 
ler cattle owners use their vats at the 
time they did. This was done all 
through the Queenstown district and 
many thousands of eattle were treat- 
ed, both with sulphur and lime, 
and also oil, but the spring 
was late, very late, and the 
round up was also late, The 
government compulsory dipping aig 
not begin until towards the end 0 
June, also late, and closed the 15th of 
August (much too early for the season) 
great trouble was found in getting a 
sufficient quantity of sulphur, and it 
was almost impossible to procure 
crude oil. The Oxley and Circle 
ranches with many thousands of 
cattle to dip; had arranged with the 
Sebury Spraying Company to spray 
their cattle at a great expense, They 
were bound to use a certain Texas 
oil. So much was procured and no 
more, and the want of this oil caused 
a great delay. The government itself,

HOW CPR. WILL 
CUT DOWN GRADES 


Two Long Tunnels to Pierce the 
Rocky Mountains at 
Field. 


Vancouver, B.C, Sept. 6.—One of 
the most interesting and complex un- 
dertakings in connection with railway 
building anywhere on the continent, 
one in which engineering skill and 
constructive ability combine to over. 
@ome the obstacles presented by na. 
ture in her roughest mood, is the 
driving of the two long tunnels on 
the main line of the C. P, R, 


Field, which will cut the grade 
the famous Big Hill in half, 

Over one million dollars will be 
spent in the tunnels and the grading 
of eight miles of line, which lies prac- 
tically all in rock. The contract for 
the tunnel and rock work has been 
awarded to Macdonell, Gzowski and 
Co,, engineers and contractors of Van- 
eouver, in competition with contract. 
ing firms seattered all over Canada 
and the United States. Work will be 
commenced immediately and in 
twelve months trains will be running 
over the new line, which will increase 
the length of the C.P-R. transeontin- 
ental railway by exactly four miles, 

Saves Rolling Stock, 

Ever since the Canadian Pacific was 
built through the Rocky Mountains, 
locomotives, in pairs, threes and fours 
have been puffing and snorting up the 
long and steep grade of the Big Hill 


near 
of 


with freight and passenger trains, 
throwing out through their stacks 
hundreds of tons of half-burnt ein- 


ders which now line the track. The 
grade was one of the heaviest on any 
trunk line on the continent, and the 
cost of hauling trains over it was 
venerally known to every railroad 
main in America. To cut this grade 
in half the company is now spending 
over a million dollars, and it will 
save money in the long run through 
decreased cost of operation. 

The most interesting feature from 
the stendpoint of the layman is con- 
nection with this project is the tunnel 
work. Two tunnels, one on each side 
of the Kicking Horse river, will be 
driven through the solid rock of the 
Rockies, and both will be curved and 
eatry a grade throughout their entire 
length. 

The tunnel, which wil! attract most 
attention is that lying to the south of 
the Kicking Horse, owing to the fact 
that the exit will lie almost beneath 
the entrance. This tunnel will form 
practically a complete cirele driven 
through the solid rock in the heart of 
towering Cathedral mountain, It will 
be 3.800 feet in length, and its west- 
ern end, which will be the entrance 
for westbound trains, will be 70 feet 
higher than its eastern end, On leav- 
ing the tunnel westbound trains will 
pass under and across the track which 
took them into the tunnel 70 fee 
above. 

One Circle Tunnel 

‘The tunnel on the northern side ot 
the Kicking Horse will have a length 
of 3,400 feet, all this distance running 
in the are of a gigantic circle. Be- 
tween these two tunnels runs the 
Kicking Horse, and it will be bridged 
there, and also to the west of the tun- 
nel on the north side of the mver 
where the new line will again cross 
the stream to its southern ghore. Be- 
tween the two long tunnels will be 
one 220 feet in length, an insignificant 
drive when compared with the big 
bores in such close proximity to it 
The three tunnels will be of standard 
dimensions. 

All these improvements 
made between Field on the 
Hector on the east. The new line 
will be built from Hector westward 
to a point about one mile and a half 
east of Field, where it will join the 
present main line of the Canadian 
Pacific. By the present line the dis- 
tance between these two points is ap- 
proximately four miles, while the 
new line will traverse eight miles to 
eover the same distance.

the line, 
Problem ot Many Years, 

Between Hector and Field, a dis- 
tance of eight miles by the present 
main line, the difference in altitude is 
1,143 feet, Hector’s elevation 
6.207 feet and Field's 4,064 feet. 

Probably for*twenty years the exe- 
cutive and engineering officials of the 
Canadian Pacific have been discuss- 
ing the necessity of wiping out the 
Rig Hill, and numerous plans were 
advanced to accomplish that end, but 
till now every scheme ended merely 
in talk. 

James A. Macdonell, of the firm of 
Macdonell, Gzowski and Co., “Big 
Jim” as he is known in every rail- 
road construction camp in fhe west, 
will directly supervise the work of 
improvements, Resides the tunnels 
there is an immense amount of rock 
work to be done in open cuts, many 
of which are 450 feet in length, and 
from 40 to 50 feet in height 

Mr. Macdonell stated to-day that 
this undertaking is peculiarly suited 
for station work, Scattered over the 
northwest there are many rock men 
who have followed railroad construe 
tion for years; and dozens of them 
will turn their heads in the direction 
of Field to secure station work now 
that the long-expected big contract

MICHIPCOTEN IS 
A SECOND COBALT 


Prospector Has Samples Which 
Indicates Vast Wealth in 
Island. 


Sult Ste Marie, Ont., S.pt. 5.—A 
stampede to Michipicoten Island, 
tivalling the rush to Cobalt, is pro- 
mised by the disclosures made in the 
Soo today by Gordon L. Michael, a 
well-known prospector. 

Michael, who has been quietly 
prospecting in the island for some 
months, has returned to the Soo with 
a large number of samples, showing 
an extraordinary richness in native 
copper and silver. He has staked 
out three claims on the island. and 
says that it will not be long until the 
place swarming with men, en- 
deavoring to secure locations, 

It has been known for some time 
that native copper existed on the is- 
land, but it was the general impres- 
sion that the place was practically 
covered by the old patents and leases, 
which closed the country to prospec- 
tors 

While in Toronto in February 
Michael was surprised toslearn that

nearly three-fourts of the territory 
was vested in the crown, and open 
for staking under tha Mines Aet. 


Michael, who has always had great 
faith in the island, immediately 
started operations, which have ex- 
ceeded his most sanguine expecta- 
tions,

from Cobalt there would be a stam- 
pede at once. Tha specimens of silver

Keweena Peninsula, and while very 
little prospecting has been done on 
the island, there good reason to 
believe that native copper deposits, 
similar to those at Calumet, may be 
found there. Years ago nickel and 
Cobalt minerals were reported from 
the island, also that the association 
of nickel,ff cobalt and silver is simi- 
lar to that of the Cobalt district. 

“Tt is genera y assumed that the 
diabase intrusions of the Cobalt are 
of the same age as the similar intru- 
sions at Michipicoten Island. 

“The samples would make a sea- 
soned Cobalter envious, They show 
native silver, alloyed with copper, not 
float, but samples taken from mineral 
in place and knocked out with a 
pick. The best native copper dis- 
coveries are in a basie rock, con- 
taining both iron and lime, this 
material torming a valuable flux for 
the highty silicious copper ores of 
Algoma,”

Question to be Considered Up- 
on President's Return to 
the Capital. 


Washington, September 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt upon his return to 
Washington in October will, accord. 
ing to present plans, confer with 
other high officials and decide whe- 
ther KE. H. Harriman and the Union 
Pacifie Railroad Company shall be 
prosecuted for violating the Sherman 
Act by the purchase and control of 
the Southern Pacific, a competiting 
line.

“Our investigation,’ said Mr. Gar- 
field, “has brought to light the fact 
that there is a lumber trust, Although 
I cannot say when the first action will 
be commenced, I presume it will take 
the form of an enquiry before the 
interstate commerce commission, The 
lumber business is a national insfitu- 
tion and one interest now controls the 
entire business

Public interest is far less than in the 
two preceding campaigns, This ix 
due in part to the natural decline of 
interest in the third meeting of the 
neW institute, but more largely to the 
changes in the electoral law affecting 
the hitherto dominant position af the 
advanced liberal and radical parties 
which have played the principal role, 
and embraced the most prominent 
leaders in the political struggle. Al- 
though these parties have rejected the 
proposal to boycott the — elections. 
their interest in the selection of a 
body which they do not hope to con 
trol naturally has suffered.

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GOT SUGGESTIONS 
FOR NEW LIBRARY 


W.A. Buchan, Provincial Librar- 
ian, Discusses His Trip to 
Secure Information, 


W. A. Buchanan, provincial librar- 
ian, has returned from a trip to the 
east, the object of which was to se 
cute information and suggestions to 
assist him in the establishment of a 
provincial library in Alberta. While 
away Mr. Buéhanan visited the leg- 
islative library at Toronto, the Do- 
minion and Labor Department lib- 
varies at Ottawa, the Columbia Uni- 
versity ey at New York, the Con- 
necticut State library at Hartford, the 
Harvard University library at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., the Massachusetts 
State library and the Boston Public 
library at Boston. He found that the 
several states and provinces devoted 
a great deal of money to the equip- 
ment of the libraries, Ontario has 
apent many thousands of dollars upon 
this department and it is doubtful if 
any province in the Dominion can 
boast of half as good a library as the 
one to be found in the Parliament 
buildings at Toronto, Fvery branch 
of literature is well reyoosented, As 
far back as 1867, when Ontario first 
became a province the legislators had 
placed high value on a lidrary and 
voted $10,000 towards the purchase 
of books and furnishings. As is well 
known, most of the state and pro- 
vineial libraries are stocked with 
books mostly of a reference character 
so that legislators and others may 
have at hand works that will assist 
them in securing information on all 
the varied subjects that creep into 
the discussions of a legislative as- 
semblage. 


The Boston Public Library. 

Mr. Buchanan says the finest lib- 
rary he visited during his trip was 
the Boston Public library. It is hous. 
ed in a magnificent buildirfig that 
cost several million dollars and on 
its shelves are over 900,000 volumes, 
The library is maintained by the 
people of Boston and ranks next to 
the Congressional library at Washing 
ton, Mr, Buchanan gathered many 
ideas as to the system of conducting 
lidvaries and he is confident that the 
Alberta Provineial library will in a 
few years be one of the best in the 
Dominion and a eredit to the people 
of the province, 


Ontario is Friendly. 

“What is the attitude of the On- 
tario people. towards Western Can- 
ada?’ Mr. Buchanan was asked, 

“Generally speaking extremely 
friendly, but I ran up against a tew 
pessimistic people, They doubted all 
the stories About the great resourees 
of ‘the country end scemed to be anx- 
ious (to do a little knocking. That 
class of Canadian is fast finding its 
way to the cemetery, There is a type 
though that needs to be attended to 
and that is the man who makes a 
hurried trip through the west and re 
turns home making® Comparisons o1 
Edmonton, Calgary and other plices 
with cities nearty a century old in 
Ontario, He thinks our western cit- 
ics should possess covery «public: ime 
provement to be found in Toronto, 
Hamilton, Ottawa and other places. 
He forgets that Edmonton, Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat and Red 
Deer,with their eleetric light services, 
waterworks and sewerage systems,. 
are farther advanced than Ontario cit- 


ies were when they were even 60 
years old, If they only compare Al- 
berta with the Ontario of even 26 


years ago, the cities of the latter pro- 
vince would look as backward as 
some trading post in the north may 
be just now.” 


Feel the Pinch, Too. 

“Is the east suffering from a 
ancial stringency?” 

“IT should say it was. Every person 
seems to delight in hunting up long 
and fierce adjectives to accompany 
their opinion of the svanks. It is 
the ease in the States, too. But the 
people seem to have meney for they 
are travelling and having a good time 
just ‘as though the banks had so 
much money that they had to engage 
the store next door to pile it in.” 


Interested in Crons. 

Mr, Buchanan found people keenly 
interested in the crops. The general 
impression was that Alberta had the 
best of all, On his way west Mr. 
Buchanan met several people from 
Southern Alberta and they declared 
the crops there were never so good 
In the Lethbridge district the crop 
had almost all been harvested and in 
some cases grain had been threshed 
and sold. He heard of a case where 
C. R. Daniel, a leading Lethbridge 
citizen, had secured 17. bushels 0! 
wheat to the acre from a ‘volunteer’ 
crop on a farm he purchased in the 
spring. 

Alberta is considered the richest 
western province by all persons ir 
the east, who have toured the west 
They consider it will be the great in 
dustrial province on accownt of ite 
plentiful supply of coal and the 
presence of natural gas, Then they 
also look upon it as a province splen. 
didly adapted for. mixed farming.

Ottawa, Sept, 5.—It is learned in 
official circles that Sir Wilfrid offered 
the portfolio of railways and canals 
to Hon. Rudolph Lemieux, but — the 
Postraaster General refused it, It is 
understood that his reply was to the 
effect that he would prefer to remain 
at the head of the post office depart- 
ment, which he now thoroughly un- 
derstands, and make his administra 
tion of it a success. Besides he had 
proposals to make in the near future 
regarding labor interests, to which he 
intended to devote much attention.

CANADA LAND 
OF THE FUTURE 


An Article of a Series Written 
for London Mail by 
Hamilton Fyfe. 


(By H. Hamilton Fyfe in the London 
Mail.) ‘ 

“The spirit which animates Canada 
is—whiskey,”’ 

That was what a dour, sour Presby- 
terian minister said in the train one 
day in sharp retort to a remark of 
mine. He was no doubt right imply- 
ing that many Canadians drink too 
much. Club life in Canada, for ine 
stance, exhibits adegree of hospitality 
whieh leaves an Englishman aghast at 
the number of cocktails and “gin 
fizzes” and whisky sours which he is 
expected to consume before sitting 
down to a meal. But all over Canada 
war is being raged on alcohol, and I 
can at all events pay the country this 
tribute—that all the while I was there 
I never saw a single person drunk in 
the street 

But, to get back to the main point, 
the spirit of which I had spoken to my 
gloomy Presbyterian friend-as animat- 
ing Canada was the magnificent op- 
timism which one finds everywhere 
throughout the Dominion today. The 
Northwest has it naturally in fullest 
measure, for it is the Northwest, with 
ite 200,000,000 acres of the richest 
wheat land in the world, which has 
set Canada’s foot upon the ladder of 
prosperity and progress, But the feel- 
ing that the country is going rapidly 
thead exists from end to end of this 
immense land, of whose size and pos- 
sibilities few English people have any 
conception, -Why, the Canadians are 
only just beginning to realize it them- 
selves. 

When the Canadian Pacific railway 
was begun it was not only in England 
thatthe prophets of gloom were hedrd, 
Canadians are fond of ‘pointing ‘to 
such remarks as that of Mr,° Labou- 
chere in Truth: 

“The Canadian Pagific PRilway Will 
run, if ever it is finished, through a 
country frost-bound for seven or eight 
months.of the year, and will connect 
Eastern Canada with a country about 
as forbidding as any on the face oi 
the earth.” 

“If it is ever finished!’ That, was 
written twenty-five years ago: Now, 
not only is the C. P. R., the greatest 
corporation in the world, but, even 
with all its immense resources, it is 
unablé to handle nearly all the golden 
grain which ripens on the sun-steeped 
fields of the ‘‘country about as forbid- 
ding as any on the face of the earth.” 
That is why the Canadian Northwest 
came intothe fieldand why the Grand 
Trunk Pacifie is being ‘built. Poor 
Mr. Labouchere! No wonder Canada 
smiles, ; 

Undreamed-of Wealth, 

Just the same uark forebodings 
however, were expressed by Cana- 
dians themselves. A prominent 
statesman declared that any profits 
the C. P. R. could make would not 
be enough to buy the grease for their 
axle-wheels, The people who believed 
in the future of the Northwest were 
very few, Between the Great Lakes 
and the Rockies was believed to 
stretch a barren territory, of no use 
to anyone but the fur trader, the tin- 
kle of whose dog-trains across the 
prairie was the only sound that ever 
broke the stillness of that vast, wait- 
ing land. The selfish furtrader did 
all he could to keep up the _ belief, 
just as the greedy Devon cod-tisner 
hindered ‘the settlement of New 
Soundland, but the delusion could 
not last forever, The “barren” land 
was tilled here and there, and proved 
to be richer in black vegetable mould 
than any other land on earth. Then 
the railway began to bring settlets. 
American farmers began to cross. the 
border. The world ‘found it was 
wealthier than it thought, and Can- 
alla began to realize that she had as 
good a chance of becoming a great 
country as her smaller neighbor, the 
United States. 

Even then she did not jump all at 
once to the comprehension of her own 
good luck, She said: “The rich land 
may stretch as far north as Winni- 
peg.” Experiments soon proved. that 
wheat could get very much nearer 
the North Pole than that. “Wel 
said Canada, ‘I suppose we can cu, 
tivate with profit up to about Edmon- 
‘ton,” which is 800 miles beyond Win- 
aipeg to the northwest, Yet thes sum- 
mer wheat is being grown 400 miles 
north even of Edmonton, and Profes- 
sor Macoun, of the Dominion Geolo- 
vical service, says the farmer will 
eventually get within a few miles of 
the Hudson’s Bay. 

World's Chief Bread Basket. 

Now, it needs no argument to show 
what the production of close on a 
hundred million ‘bushels of wheat 
means to Canada—much of it the har- 
dest wheat grown anywhere and there- 
fore the most sought after by the mill- 
ers, It was nearly a hundred million 
last year, This year an average struck 
between varying estimates puts prob- 
able production, in spite of the late 
spring at about 112,000,000 bushels. 
What it may rise to in course of time 
no one can tell, At all events it is 
sale to prophesy that Canada will be 
the world’s chief bread basket for a 
great many years to come, 


preening eaten OO 


Tt is this certainty which ensures 
everyone a good living in return for 
labor, and makes everyone feel, to use 
an expressive American phrase, that 
Canada is It. The good fortune which; 
has come to the Northwest reacts up- 
on the East, when the Northwest at 
present draws most of its supplies. 
Towns are growing rapidly, and 
springing up. Manufactures are start. 
ing. Every kind of industry is at 
full steam. The chances of making 
money are endless. Almost everybody 
is seizing some of them, and every: 
body, without exception, swells with 
pride to belong to a country with such 
a splendid future before it. 

They have always been optimists, 
the Canadians. This is partly the ef- 
fect of their climate—hard, bracing, 
sunny, dty—and partly the result of 
their recent struggle with Nature, 
They are sturdy, sanguine, eager; ac- 
customed to surmount obstacles, to do 
things for themselves. The better kind 
of English immigrant is soon infected 
by the Canadian spirit. Of all with 
whom I talked [ can recall very few 
who were not looking on the bright 
side. 

A Fault of Youth, 

Yes, always optimists, the Cana- 
dians, but never with such exuber- 
ance as now, Never had a nation a 
more stimulating belief in itself, and 
that is why they are so quick to re- 
sent criticism, That is a fault of 
youth. They will get over it. Just 
now they are keenly conscious of their 
newness, Five hundred years hence 
they will be paying as little attention 
to hostile critics as we do in Eng- 
land. To-day they would sneer at an 
archangel if be suggested that there 
were dny flaws in Canadian _ perfec- 
tion, while if he ventured to doubt 
the most wildly hopeful crop estimate 
they would tear his wings off.’ The 
very idea that any setback is possible 
in the Northwest arouses fury in: Wins 
oipeg. ‘The surest way to become un; 
popular in any town between the 
Great Lakes and the Pacific is to dis- 
sredit the view that it is bound to bé 
a great city within five years. ‘In 
Calgary, a town of some 17,000 popu 
lation,S there is already a Hundred 
fhousand Club. In Vancouver there 
is a Hundred Thousand Restaurant. 
That appeals to the Canadian spirit. 
They like to “think big.” 

Naturally these immensely energe- 
tic, optimistic people are annoyed 
that England should know so little 
ibout their country. Nearly everyone 
{ talked with on this point told me 
ibout the letter written from the lord 
*hamberlain’s office to a British peer- 
4ss who wished to “‘present’’ a girl 
from Montreal. It told her ladyship 
to communicate with the United 
States embasay ! 

Yet another popular anecdote tells 
sow an old gentleraan in England 
met a man from Ontario, and said he 
had a son out there, bu later on 
corrected himself, and sa:d it was 
Oregon he meant. That sort of stu- 
pidity, is particularly galling to peo- 
ple Ww cannot be worse insulted 
than to be confused with, or even 
‘ikened to the inhabitants of the Un- 
ited States. It is hard to believe that 
there was ever any real movement in 
avor of Canada’s joining the Amer 
ean union» Lucky for England that 
the McKinley tariff killed it dead! 
Canada has now the choice between 
remaining in the British Empire and 
ultimately becomjng its leading state, 
vr of founding another republic on 
the American continent, The spirit 
f nationalism of which the Canadian 
clubs in all large centres are a signi- 
ficant sign, is too strong to admit of 
any meaner destiny, The question is: 
“Are we going to offer Canada any 
inducement to take the former 
course?” 
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ANTI HINDU RIOT 
DEMONSTRATIONS 


Hindus Badly Beaten at Belligg- 
ham, B.C.—Leave in a Panic 
for Vancouver. 


Vancouver. Sept. 6.—An anti-Hidu 

riot occurrd jast night in Belling- 
ham, Two Hindas are so badly in- 
jured they will die, while others were 
beaten and biuised by B00 white 
omen, who tried to drive them out of 
the city, 
. Years ago all Chinese were driven 
out of Tacoma, and last night a 
party of young laborers deliberatety 
started out to rid Bellingham of the 
200 Hindus who were working in the 
mills there. These Hindus had come 
from Vancouver. 

Going at midnight to the Hindus’ 
ecab'ns, the mob threw the men out 
of bed and drove them half naked 
and very much frightened towards 
the water front, The tide was far 
out, and from the end of the stree 
the Hindus were driven into the mud 
fiats. 


They were belabored with — sticks 
and ordered tq leave town, The 
police were powerless Finally the 


mob scattered, and the remainder o! 
the rioters with police officials 1ound 
“24 up the Hindus and nlaéed them in 
jail over night that they might not 
he murdered, Hardly taking time ‘o 


eet their baggaes. a hundred and 
fifty of the Hindus started for Van- 
eouver, an 80 mile walk. Many 


were bleeding and searred from th 
results of the fight last night. 

A special meeting of the Belling 
ham city council was held, and th: 
mayor in an address to the e@hiet o' 
notices euarantoed protection to te 
remainder, but it is a foregone con- 
clusion that all will have to leave 
town, 

Another. riot is expected before 
morning, as the Hirdus are accused 
of taking white men's jobs in th 
mills. The Hindus who are return 
ing to work will be armed. and thir 


action haseso incensed the whit 
workmen that further trouble i 
feared,

Europe for his scientific work, set out 
in February with Mr. Leffingwell, an 
American, to explore a land supposed to 
be to the north, 

“They went over the ice, and on the 
latest report at Herschel Island before 1 
¢ame out nothing has been« heard of 
them since. They were only ten days’ 
overdue, however, but since nothing 
neg to have come by boat or telegraph 
rom Pt, Barrow or Nome concerning 
them. 1 am afraid nothing ever will be 
heard of them,” Mr. Harrison added 
calmly, but with underlying regret—the 
¢calmness of a man who has frequently 
faced death in just such a way and the 
rogret for fellow-laborers whose reckless 
bravery may have cost them their lives. 

“Was there much dangers attendant 
on their trip? 

“There was, It is a great coast for 
open water, I know it well, and I fear 
they will not return.”’ 

Mr. Parrison, in speaking of the Mac- 
kenzie, said it had large possibilities for 
navigation, but he could not see that the 
benefits resuiting would justify any 
great outlay for improving navigation. 
Ne was sure that a good channel could 
be discovered on the east or west branch 
of the delta, while in the middle bianch 
there was a fine channel that came out 
at Pullen istand.

1 know the natives in4a good many 
parts of the world, and 1 believe the 
Esquimaux when you know them are the 
best L have met. They are most kind; 
they wait on you hand and foot. They 
are also amiable, never raising a voice 


or hand against a dog-or child. And 
they are clean, quite clean. ‘They wash 
their faces every morning; they even 


hathe their children on Saturday nights. 
“Their food consists mainly of rein- 
deer and fish, which they eat at their 


meals, For breakfast these ar, 


ally 
eaten raw in a frozen state, and it is 
quite palatable, At noon and night they 
covk the meat. They also get supplies 
of dainties from the whalers in exchange 
for reindeer meat. [I have seen them 
with tea, cocoa, tinned milk, flour and 
jam. 

“Last year they had few of these, 
however, because the whalers had been 
frozen in and did, not get out as usual 
to return with supplies. The whalers 
would have beensin a bad way . but for 
the reindeer ment got from the Esqui- 
maux, é 

“They helped each other as best they 
could, dividing, their supplies, ‘They 
even had no coal, but the Arctic has 
a wealth of driftwood along its shores 
and they used this for fuel.”

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
mlaion Lands in Manitoba or the 
North-West Provinees, excepting 8 
and 26, not reserved, may be home- 
steaded by any person the sole head 
ot a family, or male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sec 
tion, of 160 acres, More or leas. 

Application for homestead entry 

must be made in person by the ap- 
plicant at the office of the local Agent 
‘or Sub-Agent, Entry by proxy may, 
however, be made on certain condi- 
tiong by the father, mother, 804, 
daughter, brother, or sister of an in- 
tending homesteader. 
! An application for entry or inspec- 
‘tion made personally at any Sub- 
agent’s office may be wired to the 
local Agent by the Subagent, at the 
expense of the applicant, and if the 
land applied for is vacant on receipt 
of the telegram such application is 
to have priority and the land will be 
held until the necessary papers to 
complete the transaction are receiv: 
ed by mail, 

In case of “personation” the entry 
will be summarily cancelled and the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim, 

An application for inspection must 
be made in person, The applicant 
must be eligible for homestead entry, 
and only one application for inspec- 
tion will be received from an indiviv 
dual until that application hag been 
disposed of, 

A homesteader whose entry is in 
good standing, and not liable to can- 
cellation, may, subject to approval of 
Departinent, relinquish it in favour 
of father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister, if eligible, but to 
no one else, on filing declaration of 
abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily can- 
celled, or voluntarily abandoned, sub- 
sequent to institution of conceliation 
proceedings, the applicant for inspec- 
tion will be entitled to prior right of 
entry. 

Applicants for 4nspection must 
state in what particulars the home- 
steader is in default, and if subse- 
quently the statement is found to be 
incorrect in material particulars, the 
applicant will lose any prior right of 
re-entry, shoula the land become 
vacant, or if eatry has been granted 
it may be summarily cancelled, 

Duties.-A_ settler is required to 
perform the conditions under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader 
resides wpon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such home- 
steader the requirement as to resi 
dence may be satisfied by such per- 
son residing with the 
mother. 

(3) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his horme- 
stead jthe requirement may be satis- 
fied by residence upon sueh land, 

Before. making application for 
patent the settler must give  6ix 
months’ notice in writing to he Com- 
missioner of Dominion Lands at Ot- 
tawa, of his intention to do so, 
SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 

WEST MINING REGULATIONS 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be 


leased fer a period om twenty-one 
years at an annual rental of $1 per 
acre. Not more than 2,560 acres 


shall be leased to one individual or 
eompany. A royalty at the rate oi 
five cents per ton shall be collected 
on the merchantable coal mined. 

Quartz.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered 
mineral in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 x 1,500 feet. 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on 
the claim each year or paid to the 
mining recorder in lieu thereof. When 
$500 has been expended or paid, the 
locator may, upon having a survey 
made, and upon complying with other 
tequirentents, purchase wie land at 
$l per acre, 

The patent provides for the pay- 
ment of a royalty of 2 12 per cent. on 
the sale. 

Placer mining claims generally are 
100 feet square; entry fee $5, renew- 
able yearly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases 
to dredge for gold of five miles each 
for a term of twenty years, renewable 
nt the discretion of the Minister of 
the Interior, 

The lessee shall have a dredge in 
opgration within one season from the 
date of the lease for each five miles, 
Rental $10 per annum for each mile 
of river leased. Royalty at the rate 
of 2 1-2 per cent. collected on the 
output after it exceeds $10,000.
